G. Ellingham , secretary of state, had 
rep orted to him that he had receiv ed 
certificates from each of the ninety - 
two cou nty clerks showing that they 
had distribu ted the books containing 
the acts. 
The last receip t, which was 
from tfy e F ranklin cou nty clerk, was 
deliv ered by mail to the secretary of 
state at 2:25 o’clock. 
The p roclam a­ 
tion declares the law s to hav e been in 
effect since tha t hou r. 
Cou nty clerks 
were u rged to send In receip ts w ith­ 
ou t delay in order to m ake p ossible 
the issu ance of the gov ernor’s p roc­ 
lam ation before May 1, the date fix ed 
by the statu te for the new p u blic u tili­ 
ties act to go into effect. 
Two y ears 
ago the acts of the general assem bly 
w ent into effect Ap ril 21, bu t 20 p er 
Cent m ore law s w ere p assed du ring 
the recent session and this req u ired 
longer tim e for the p rinting. 
The au tom obile law, p rov iding for 
an annu al tax of from $5 to $20 on m a­ 
chines, is am ong the few law« which 
are not y et in effect^ 
The statu te p ro­ 
v ides that the au tom obile law shall be­ 
come effectiv e Ju ly 1. 
A law p rov id­ 
ing for the ap p ointm ent of cou nty road 
su p erintendents is another act which 
will not become effectiv e u ntil later. 
Sev eral cf the laws, inclu ding the fire 
m arshal act, becam e effectiv e as soon 
as they w ere p assed and signed by the 
gov ernor 
becau se 
of 
em eregncy 
clau ses. 
Thom as Du ncan, Jam es L. Clark, 
C harles J. M u rp hy , John F. M cClu re 
and F rank E. Pay ne rep orted for du ty 
a t the statehou se today as m em bers 
of the p u blic serv ice commission. The 
establishm ent of this com m ission is 
regarded as the m ost im p ortant act of 
the recent general assem bly . 
O ther 
acts which hav e attracted wide atten­ 
tion are the v ocational edu cation law, 
the inheritance tax m easu re and the 
Bacon hou sing law. 
U nder the law s which w ent into ef­ 
fect y esterday it is u nlaw fu l- to fish 
ou tside of the cou nty in which y ou 
liv e w ithou t obtaining a license; Oct. 
12 is fix ed as Discov ery day ; restric­ 
tions are p laced on the sale of habit- 
form ing dru gs; p ersons sentenced to 
death will die in an electric chair in­ 
stead of on a tcaffold; tex t books in 
the high schools will be u niform ; all 
em p loy es m u st be p aid their w ages at 
least twice a m onth; a p enal farm for 
jail p risoners will be established; the 
term s of cou nty su p erintendents are 
ex tended two y ears; the salaries of 
state officers are boosted; m attresses 
m u st be labeled to show the m aterial 
from which they are m ade; the state 
finance board is au thorized to m ake 
tem p orary loans to help the state ou t 
of financial em barrassm ents; the p ro­ 
v isions of the w eights and m easu res 
law are ex tended; a Panam a-Pacific 
Ex p osition com m ission is established, 
w ith au thority to ex p end $7 5 ,000 in 
p rov iding an Indiana bu ilding and ex ­ 
hibit; the gov ernor is directed to des­ 
ignate a day annu ally for killing ra ts; 
the carnation is nam ed as the state 
flower; div orce com p laints m u st be on 
file a t least six ty day s before being 
heard by cou rts; franchises sou ght by 
p u blic serv ice corp orations m u st be 
p u blished before being acted u p on by 
city cou ncils; dentists m u st be grad­ 
u ated from a recognized dental college 
before being eligible to be licensed, 
and “On the Banks of the W abash” 
made the state song. 
An impo rta nt step in putting the 
new v o ca tio na l educa tio n la w into o p­ 
era tio n wa s ta ken by Go v erno r Ra l­ 
sto n y esterda y when in co mplia nce 
with the new a ct, he a dded three mem­ 
bers to the sta te bo a rd o f educa tio n.

The followin g is the proposed an ti- 
fly ord in an ce which will be presen ted 
to the city coun cil for p assag e: 
Whereas, it is common ly 
kn own 
that flies are very d an gerous carriers 
of filth, filth 
poison s an d 
d isease 
germs, that they are borg in filth an d 
are a con stan t threat 
again st the 
health, happin ess an d prosperity of 
the people, therefore, 
Section 1. 
Be it ord ain ed by the 
mayor an d common coun cil of Rush­ 
ville that it shall be un lawful for an y 
person , firm or coiporation to suffer 
or permit or have upon their prem­ 
ises, \yhether own ed or leased by 
them, an y on e or more of the follow­ 
in g in san itary fly-prod ucin g, d isease- 
causin g con d ition to-w it: 
(1) An imal man ure in an y quan ­ 
tity which is n ot securely protected 
from flies. 
(2) Privy vaults which are vn ot 
clean ed an n ually an d con stan tly pro­ 
tected from flies. 
(3) Garbage in an y quan tity which 
is n ot securely protected fron t flies. 
(4) Trash, litter, rags or an ythin g 
whatsoever in which flies may breed 
or multiply. 
' 
Section 2. It shall be the d uty of 
the marshal, police an d health of­ 
ficers, upon 
learn in g in an y 
way 
whatsoever, of the ex isten ce of on e 
or more of the un lawful con d ition s 
d escribed in Section on e of this or­ 
d in an ce, to n otify the 
offen d er in 
writin g, upon ord er blan ks provid ed 


by the city clerk, to remove or abate 
said un lawful con d ition s, statin g the 
shortest reason able time for such re­ 
moval or abatemen t. In the even t of 
the refusal or n eglect on the part of 
the n otified offen d er to obey such or­ 
d er, the marshal, police or health of­ 
ficer shall in form the street commis­ 
sion er upon a blan k provid ed by the 
city clerk, an d it shall then be the 
d uty of said 
street 
commission er 
an d he shall have 
the power 
an d 
authority to remove an d abate the 
reported un lawful con d ition s, an d he 
shall keep an accurate accoun t 
of 
the cost an d ex pen ses thereof, which 
shall be paid from the city treasury 
upon the sworn 
vouchers of 
the 
street commission er, an d said cost 
an d ex pen ses shall be a lien upon the 
property an d shall be collected by 
law as tax es are collected an d d uly 
paid in to the city treasury.

An y person , firm or 
corporation foun d guilty of havin g

Bao ramo ate, Cal., May 1.—The new 
aati-alio n bill, Introdu ced as an amend­ 
ment to tbo po nding Birdsall bill, it ia 
mndo rsto o d, will bo passod by both 
ho uses to day and will be signed by the 
go v o rao r. 
This no w 
bill omits speci­ 
fic mo ntio n o f those "ineligible to cit­ 
izenship," and places ex clu sion from 
o wnership of land on the broad grou nd 
of ro o ipro cal treaty prov isions. 
As 
Japan doos not permit any ailen to 
o wn land or to carry on bu siness 
there, the Japanese will hence be 
barred from land ownership or from 
any majority ownership in corpora­ 
tions doing bu siness in California. 
The gov ernor and his followers are 
congratu lating 
themselv es 
on 
the 
wording of this new bill, bu t Dr. Dav id 
Starr Jordan say s it is discriminatory 
and will be objectionable to Japan. 
His position is that an alien is the 
ward of the nation and that no state 
has the power to pass laws that de­ 
priv e him of rights which he enjoy s 
u nder a general treaty with the nation. 
Secretary Rry an probably will depart 
for Washington immediately after the 
legislatu re has passed the bill.
